We now have an advance copy of final 
working drawings for landscape and irrigation 
for Future World. The magnitude of the 
project is staggering <ia CONSLSEIne- of 
17.4 acres of seed and straw, 2 acres of 
annual color, 7 acres of trees and shrubs, 

13 acres of Emerald Zoysia sod and 22); acres 
of irrigation! (In comparison with Showcase, 
we were surprised to find the total acreage 

of landscape almost identical -- approximately 
40 acres.) Within the labyrinth of shrub and 
tree plantings are forms that are geometric 
and prismatoid, cloud and serpentine 
you name it! All of them, forms that can 
only be produced by man. The landscape of 
Future World brings to the WORLD an entirely 
new era of "far out" concepts. To this, we 
give our landscape architects a great round 
of applause for the innovative and monu- 
mental task just accomplished. 


We invite each and everyone of you to 
come and see the plans in our conference 
room and take a look at the FUTURE. 


This tree was in full 
bloom this month.

tubular flowers of the 

Flame Vine are putting on quite a show this 
month. Pyrostegia venusta is very popular 
and can be seen in many central Florida 
landscapes -- often rambling over fence 
posts, telephone poles, shrubs, and trees. 
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Acacia farnesiana ("Sweet Acacia") - If you 


bump into a thorny tree with yellow ball-like 
flowers while looking for the Flame Vine at 
Pecos Bill's, it is the Sweet Acacia. The 
yellow flowers are fragrant and are surrounded 
by feathery, finely divided foliage. 


Brassica oleracea ("Flowering Cabbage") 


Flowering cabbage is an unusual decorative 
plant with thick leaves in rosettes to 12 
inches across. The leaves are green, turning 
white, rose, or purple in the middle of the 
rosette. Look for the Flowering Cabbage at 
the Frontierland railroad station. 


Jasminum mesnyi ("Primrose Jasmine") 


Bright lemon yellow flowers scattered singly 
through the plant make the Primrose Jasmine 
an easy one to spot along Preview Blvd. The 
leaves of this evergreen shrub are opposite 
and trifoliate (composed of three leaflets). 
The flowers are borne in late winter and are 
particularly abundant after a cold winter. 
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The Bougainvilleas Are Back! 


After a two month vacation at the Nursery, 
the Bougainvilleas are back on the rooftops in 
Adventureland. This year, in order to protect 
them during our coldest months, the somewhat 
cumbersome vines were moved from their rooftop 
perches to the Nursery's greenhouses. 

In the summer, Art Lanier -- the gardener 
in charge of these cascading vines -- spends up 
to two days per week watering, fertilizing, and 
pruning. There are 25 Bougainvilleas (five 
different cultivars) decorating the rooftops 
in Adventureland, not to mention an Allamanda, 
a Mandevilla, and two tremendous Beaumontias. 
These vines, weighing up to 175 pounds each, 
are planted in huge plastic pots which are 
lifted to their rooftop locations with a crane. 

Art recommends a rigid fertilizer schedule 
for growing Bougainvillea. 20-20-20 liquid 
feed is used twice a week, granular fertilizer 
is applied monthly, and a minor element mix is 
used once a year. Frequent heavy waterings 
help to prevent a buildup of fertilizer salts. 
Pruning is done throughout the year as needed. 

The end 
result of Art's 
efforts is a 
spectacular, 
nearly year- 
round bloom 
that tumbles 
over the roof- 
tops. Thanks, 
Art, you sure 
make us look 
good!

NEWS FROM THE AREAS ... 


Fort Wilderness - A new campsite loop for guests 
and WED visitors has just been completed. River 
Country has recently reopened and ground was 
broken for the new Bike Barn facility which 

will be located near the Meadow Trading Post. 


Golf Course Maintenance - A new road has been 
created parallel to Bear Island Road connecting 
the Golf Course Maintenance Shops to the Palm 
Course. This new path for traffic to and from 
the golf courses makes traveling Bear Island 
Road safer for everyone. 


Lake Buena Vista Landscape - The Phase 3 
Townhouse area is being upgraded. Turf rehab 
in this area includes verticutting and top- 
dressing. Drainage problems in the ponds are 
also being corrected. 


Tree Farm/Nursery - To date, 200 oaks have been 
balled and burlapped and 50 maples have been 
vermeered in preparation for movement to the 
EPCOT site. The Nursery has just completed 

an area for standards and other specially 
trained shrubs. A drip irrigation system 

is used in this area. Azaleas, Camellias, and 
Pyracanthas are among the plants being grown. 


WDW Landscape - The Luau area at the Polynesian 
has undergone an almost magic transformation. 
Among the landscape improvements is a new area 
where stones have been used to create the look 
of a meandering creek -- complete with ferns 
and other plants tucked into the crevices in 
the rock.

WDW Pest Control - Pre-emergent herbicides have 
been applied to most of the shrub beds at the 
hotels. Bermuda turf areas in the Magic 
Kingdom, at the TTC, and at the Contemporary 
are also being treated with pre-emergents.
